Montreal, Quebec, November 3, 1977 -- Montreal's newest 
chamber ensemble will make its debut at Concordia University on November 17 
at 8:39 p.m. The Concordia Chamber Ensemble, Concordia's professional 
in-residence ensemble, will present its first concert in the Loyola 
Chapel, 7141 Sherbrooke St. West 

The ensemble, under the direction of Sherman Friedland, will 
perform Webern's quartet for violin, clarinet, tenor saxophone and piano, 
Hindemith's quartet for violin, clarinet, cello and piano and Mozart's 
quintet for string quartet and clarinet. Ensemble members featured in 
this concert are Sherman Friedland on clarinet, Lauretta Milkman on piano, 
Donald Pistolesi on cello, Doug Walter on saxophone, Thea Yetnikoff and 
Caroline Jones on violin and Ann Thompson on viola. 


The aim of the ensemble, according to director Friedland, is 


o "focus on little heard masterworks, innovative compositions and some of 
the seldom played great masterpieces". There are, at present, ten musicians 
in the ensemble most of whom are associated with the university's music 
section either as private instructors or as faculty members. Ensemble 
membership is "fluid" says Friedland, and not all musicians will perform 
in each number or at each concert. 

There will be four concerts in the 1977/78 season. In addition

to the November 17 premiére concert, there will be one in mid-December, 

one in late January and one in mid-March. All will be performed in the 

Loyola Chapel.

A noted clarinetist and conductor, Friedland has played 
with eleven U.S. symphony orchestras including a period as first 
clarinet with the Milwaukee Symphony Orchestra.
